Since 1993, the City of Romulus has been engaged 
ina lawsuit against Environmental Disposals Sys- 
tems. Last fall, the Michigan Court of Appeals ruled in 
EDS' favor, saying that the City's ordinances cannot 
stop the EDS well project. 


Predicting that EDS will probably win its $100-million 
damages suit against the City, as well, attorneys for 
the Michigan Municipal Risk Management Authority

Council's Nix of EDS Settlement Shows 
Reckless Disregard for Taxpayers’ Wallets

Which is more important: my imme- 
diate political future, or the long-term 
good of my community and its citizens? 

That's a question that all seven 
members of the Romulus City Council 
answered on May 2, 2000 — whether 
they realized it or not. 

Because of their unanimous vote to 
reject a settlement between the City 
and Environmental Disposal Systems, 
Inc. (EDS), you—the taxpayers of Romu- 
lus — may soon be responsible for pay- 
ing EDS up to $100 million in reparation 
and damages. 

This isn't just my opinion; it's also 
the opinion of the attorneys at Michigan 
Municipal Risk Management Authority 
(MMRMA), the insurance provider that 
recently canceled the City's liability cov- 
erage in this matter because of City 
Council's reckless refusal to heed the 
firm's legal advice. 

In an April 6 letter to Mayor William 
Oakley, MMRMA Executive Director 
Rufus L. Nye wrote, “At this time, |am of 
the opinion that there is a high probabil- 
ity that trial will result in a plaintiff verdict 
_.. tis my recommendation therefore, 
that the City of Romulus approve settle- 
ment of this case... 

"Because the potential for a judg- 
ment... adverse to the City .. . is too 
great to ignore," he continued, "it Is 
clearly in the best interests of the City 
and the MMRMA to accept this pro- 
posed settlement." 

Nye concluded, "This letter is to 
formally advise you that if the City of 
Romulus exercises its right to reject the 
proposed settlement . . . then the 
MMRMA will invoke the Member Privi- 
lege provision." (Invoking that provision 
leaves the City responsible for all future 
legal defense costs as well as all subse- 
quent judgment or settlement amounts 
that exceed the rejected proposed settle- 
ment amount.) 

To those of you who argue that 
$100 million would be money well spent 
to protect our city's residents from a 
serious threat to their health, safety, 
and welfare, | say that | agree . . . but 
EDS' proposed hazardous-waste treal- 
ment, storage, and disposal facility 
poses no such threat. In fact, it would 
represent no more risk than many other 
Romulus businesses that you and | 
pass every day without a second 
thought. Despite the seemingly omi- 
nous implications of the word "hazard- 
ous," the law would prohibit EDS from 
injecting radioactive materials, flam- 
mable or explosive chemicals, or PCBs 
into its well. In fact, most liquids that 


would be injected would be 90% to 95% 
water. (You wouldn't want to drink them 
or bathe in them, but an accidental spill 
from a tanker truck wouldn't require a 
mass evacuation, either.) 

Again, this isn't just my opinion; it's 
the opinion of experts from all over our 
nation — qualified scientists connected 
with state and federal agencies, repu- 
table environmental companies, and 
respected universities. 

But most frustrating of all is the fact 
that, even ifthe Michigan Supreme Court 
decides against EDS and its $100-mil- 
lion claim, it still won't keep EDS from 
filing additional damage claims or from 
operating a deep-well in our city. Last 
fall, the Michigan Court of Appeals re- 
versed a Circuit Court injunction against 
the company's Wahrman Roadsite. And 
the Michigan Department of Environ- 
mental Quality's decision regarding a 
proposed facility on Citrin Drive will be 
announced any day now. 

In a nutshell: There's little (if any- 
thing) to gain. .. and everything to lose. 

Although a copy of the most recent 
settlement proposal is not yet available 
to the public, one local source con- 
firmed that it made ample provision for 
the health and financial welfare of the 
City's residents. Besides an annual roy- 
alty payment of $300,000 for the next 
five years (and even more for the re- 
mainder of the facility's operational life), 
the agreement would have mitigated 
potential safety hazards identified at 
recent Site Review Board meetings. 

Among the concerns reportedly 
addressed were noise and air pollution, 
spill prevention/control, monitoring pro- 
grams for area drinking-water wells and 
aquifers, additional independent moni- 
toring of the facility (at no cost to the 
City), emergency access routes, emer- 
gency readiness training for local fire 
and police (again, atno costto the City), 
and provisions for adequate water sup- 
plies. The agreement also would have 
required EDS to acquire a minimum of 
$10 million in liability insurance and 
adequate bonds to cover the cost of 
capping the well when the facility even- 
tually closes. 

The whole issue seems like a no- 
brainer to me. But, then again, I'm nota 
politician who's afraid that a few dozen 
hard-core well opponents will scare the 
rest of the voters with misinformation. 

Once again, | urge City Council to 
put reason ahead of ignorance, and the 
future good of the community above 
immediate political expediency. Settle 
with EDS before the taxpayers are forced 
to settle a bill that they can't afford. O
